FOR COS TO REVIEW PRESENT LIAISON ACTIVITIES AND TO MAKE A PITCH \ 

FOR EXPANDING JOINT ACTIVITIES IN THE FUTURE. AS IN THE PAST, \ 
BOTH C 3 AND C 3 EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR THE EXISTING \ 

COLLABORATION WITH PNVALUE AND LOOKED FORWARD TO OPPORTUNITIES \ 
TO BUILD ON THIS RELATIONSHIP. \

L . L ^ALSO EXPRESSED CONSIDERABLE CONCERN ABOUT PRESIDENT 
ALFONSJN'S PHYSICAL PROTECTION, NOTING THAT SHOULD ANYTHING HAPPEN 
TO ALFONSIN, THERE IS NO ONE CAPABLE OF STEPPING IN AS HEAD OF 
STATE. COS REMINDED L.3 THAT ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS DURING THE 
PAST YEAR COS HAD SUGGESTED TO THE C ^ THAT THEY CONSIDER 
PARTICIPATING IN PNVALUE TRAINING RELATED TO INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORISM AND VIP PROTECTION. COS ADDED THAT SOME OF THE LOCAL 
POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS AND INTERNAL Cl PROBLEMS HAD LESSEN 
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SUBSTANTIALLY AND SUGGESTED THAT THEY AGAIN REVIEW THE BIDDING 
CONCERNING THIS TRAINING. C S3 SEEMED GENUINELY INTERESTED IN 
PURSUING THIS FURTHER AND SAID HE WOULD GET BACK TO THE STATION 
ON THIS SUBJECT. C. 3 WAS ADVISED THAT SHOULD HIS GOVERNMENT BE 
INTERESTED IN THIS TYPE OF TRAINING, HE SHOULD KNOW THAT 2-3 
MONTHS LEAD TIME IS NORMALLY REQUIRED TO LINE UP AN APPROPRIATE 
TRAINING PACKAGE. 
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
